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Porth, or to give it its full title. Perranporth, is a small 
break in the rugged coast line, of the nature which the 
Cornish term “coves.” It has a fine sandy beach, which, 
unless the weather be very rough, offers^ a tempting 
invitation to the tourist to “have a bathe.” The rock 
formations here are very fine and well worth a visit. 
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
